It  is  not  possible.  In  this  brio  r  article,  to  even 
outline  all  the  differences  .betwi  sett  the  post-lml- 
lenniallsts  and  the  pre-mlllenri  illsts,  much  less 
the  tar'ant  vietys  within  each  I  Ide  of  their  con- 
troversity.  They,  are  numerous  and  variant.  The 
pu-p.-e,  in  this  article,  is  to  nolice  briefly  a  few 
of  the  doctrines  of  this  Ism,  dej  hied  most  incon¬ 
sistent  w  ith  sane  and  well  bal  meed  interpreta¬ 
tion  of  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

.It  Is  surprising  how  big  the  theory  that  has 
been  built  upon  so  small  and  specious  a  founda¬ 
tion.  There  Is  not.  in  either  oni  of  the  four  jjos- 
nor  in  all  of  them  together,  tie  slightest  sug¬ 
gestion.  nor  the  shadow  of  an  Intimation  of  the 
“millennium,"  as  proclaimed  hr  its  advocates; 
nor,  in  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles;  neither  in  any 
of  the  thirteen  epistles  of  i’aul  nor  the  one  of 
James,  n  >r  the  two  of  Peter,  nor  the  one  of  Jude, 
nor,  yet,  even  in  the  three  of  John,  the  writer  of 
Revelation.  It  is  in  the  book  of  Revelation 
(lily  that  they  find  an  tntiimiltion  of  such  an 
ld>  a;  and  only,  in  that  most  m  reterious  chapter 
of  the  mysterious  bw>k  of  propiecies.  which  no 
one  understands,  for  the  one  rea  ion  that  nG  great 
prophecy  is  comprehended  by  uninspired  man 
until  its  fulfillment,  and  then  only  by  the  spirit¬ 
ually  enlightened.  Hut  presumptuous  men  have 
t  led  t  i  analyze  and  Inter  pret  t  te  whole  book. 

No  less  than  three  great  schools  of  "interpre¬ 
tation"  besides  many  smaller  littes,  have  at  dlf 
fc  e:tf  times.  |  to  interpret  and  make  plain 
the  invite  |e-  of  this  book.  1  ut  tlieif  variant 
Into  prot  lions  have  only  made  ‘confusion  worse 
confounded,"  rind  failed  lo  satisfy  critical  stu- 
dpefs  of  the  Itlhle  and  history.  When  the  doc  > 
to  s  disagree. th*.  disciples  are  free;  hut  many  of 
the  disciples  do  not  know  this,  and  are  held  In 
bondage  t  their  specious  theories.  % 

Th  >  ml’lcnnlnllsts.  interpretating  the  twentieth 
ehapte*  of  Re-, elation  literally,  (contrary  to  al! 
rules )  l  ave  Invented  a  system  of  Seven  milieu 
t  !ums,  following  tire  chronology  of  the  Irish  arch 
hi  hop  I'-her,  emb  nclng  the  enllre  age)  of  tnun. 
fr  to  Adam's  creation  to  the  ct  d  of  the  world: 
the  seventh  t  r  tie  a  great  Sahbnth  millennium 
which  by  wav  of  distinction  thiy  call  "‘The  Mil 
lertnintn."  All  this  is  utterly  it  vnri.inre  with 
tlie  accepted  revelations  of  science,  which  have 
'deninnst"at«*d  that  prehistoric  i  ltie».  and  great 
emprles.  flourished  upon  earth,  long  before  the 
time  e£  Adam,  according  to  ITs  ler’s  chronology 
I'.. ales  the  whole  millennial  theory  is  utterly 
tinhibiical.  a  .fanciful  Inventicir  simply.  It  is 
what  Webster  calls  an  "Rlsegei is."  rather  than 
an  Exegesis. 

The  most  egregious  misinterpretation  of  this 
S'  rtptu  e  is  the  interpretation  the  pre-mlllicn- 
n  ali  ts  put  upon  the  “first  reifa rreclion"  in  this 
connection,  making  it  tlie  resumption  of  those 
only,  who  are  dead  in  Christ.  Ill  '  righteous  dead, 
whom  Christ  w  ill  raise  at  His  p  emlllennial'  film¬ 
ing.  to  reign  with  Him  on  earth  i  thousand  years 
hefoe  the  final  resurrect  I  :n  of  Ihe  unsaved  and 
the  great  judgment  day. 

This  Interpretation  is  is  -n ot  only  untenable  In 
Ocelf.  but  It  Is  at  variance  |wlth  the  positive 
teaeh'ngc  of  other  •  Srciptnresj  In  itself  it  Is 
uttetly  nm  easonaliie.  If  stigli  a  resurrection 
should  come  t  >  pass  before  the  regeneration  of 
the  earth,  or  "the  restoration  i  f  all  things"  to 
the  original  antediluvian  eondii  ion.  when  there 


shall  be  no  more  sea.  there  would  not  lie  stand¬ 
ing  room  for  the  people  upon  th  >  one-fourth  land 
surface  of  thp  earth:  much  less,  the  less  than 
,rne  foii'th.  which  is  at  present  really  habitable 
Then  such  a  mixture  of  populf  Hons;  the  risen 
sons  of  Gorl  dwelling  on  a  sinctjrsed  earth,  with 
ail  the  ungodly*  populations  growing  worse  and 
worse  and  worse  until  the  awfil  eiiniax  in  Ihe 
rei elation  of  "the  man  of  sin.*'  and  the  end  of 
the  world!  Is  that  the'  l’aradlsl  wc  are  looking 
for?  That  would  lie  a  condition  similar  to  or 
worse  than,  that  before  the  Noaihlan  Flood;  and 
if  their  Armlnlan  doctrine,  of  tfree  agency  and 
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apostasy,  should  then  he  practicable,  it  might 
tie  (hat  the  sons  of  God  would  be  once  more  look 
ing  upon  the  daughters  of  men  and,  the  last 
state  would  be  worse  than  the  first.  But  such  a 
eonrlltioh  Is  not  possible  from  a  Biblical  point1 
of  view.  , 

The  mistake  which  these  PremiliCnniallsts 
make  in  this  gross  misinterpretation  is  not  iden  1 
tlfytng  the  “first  resurrection”  with  our  laird’s 
most  positive  satement:  “Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you,  the  hour  cometh,  and  NOW  Is,  when  the 
dead  shall  hear  the  voice  of  the  Son  of  God;  and 
they  that  hear  shall  live.  It  Is  the  resurrection 
of  tlie  dormant  soul  from  its  spiritual  inheritance 
from  Adnm.  .  (John  5:25).  "This  Is  the  flrBt  res¬ 
urrection.”  “Blessed  and  holy  Is  he  that  hath 
part  in  tlie  first  resurrection;  over  these  the  second 
death  hath  n()  power;  but  they  shall  be  priests 
of  God  ami  of  Christ,  and  shall  reign  with  Him 
a  thousand  years.  This  is  the  high  and  glorious 
Inheritance  of  every  new-born.  They  are  reign¬ 
ing  wlth|  Him  now  .  both,  here  on  earth,  and  in  the 
Paradise  above.  “Tlie  thousand  years”  Is  a  hyper¬ 
bolical  expression  of  an  Indefinite  period — .  a 
form  of  emphasis  very  common  in  the  Bible.  The 
two  resurrections  are  placed  in  striking  anti¬ 
thesis  in  John  5:26.  and  John  5:28.  29.

On  Monday  morning  we  assembled  in  Norton 
Hall  Chapel  for  the  Missionary  Address.  A  great 
treat  awaited  us.  Rev.  Dr.  Livingston  Johnson 
was  at  his  best.  Our  hearts  were  stirred  as  we* 
listened  to  his  personal  experiences  as  a  home 
missionary  and  later  as  a  State  Secretary.  His 
beutiful  tribute  to  his  wife,  who  was  his  stay  and 
insplrer  In  those  early  trying  years,  greatly  moved 
the  audience. 

Dr.  Johnson  In  a  most  practical  and  masterly 
way  discussed  State  Missions,  Home  Missions,  and 
Foreign  Missions.  In  this  We  got  a  glimpse  of  the 
speaker's  broad  vision  and  the  task  to  which  he 
very  early  consecrated  his  life.  He  paid  a  tribute 
to  the  Seminary  when  he  said,  "The  Southern 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary  is  the  greatest  single 
missionary  asset  that  we  have.  1  have  known 
many  graduates  of  this  Seminary,  and  I  thank 
God  I  have  never  found  one  anti-missionary.” 

Tuesday  morning  we  assembled  again  in  Norton 
Hall  Chapel  for  the  Alumni  address,  which  was  de 
llvered  by  Rev.  C.  \V.  Daniel,  D.  D„  of  Atlanta. 
It  seemed  to  those  present  that  only  Dr.  Daniel 
could  have  so  beautifully  and  frankly  pictured 
Seminary  life.  The  speaker  reminded  us  of  les 
sons  he  learned  while  in  the  Seminary,  such  as 
loyalty,  mastery,  accuracy.  In  this  he  stirred  us 
that  we  too  might  be  more  loyal  Bons  of  our  alma 
mater.  Dr.  Daniel  spoke  in  a  very  happy  vein 
about  the  "contribution”  he  made  to  the  Seminary 
by  permitting  the  young  professors  to  practice 
on  him.  adding  that  there  was  still  a  like  contri¬ 
bution  to  be  made  because  of  the  many  young  pro¬ 
fessors.  , 

The  Seminary  is  rightly  proud  of  Dr.  Daniel, 
a  man  of  consecration  and  conviction,  a  thinker 
and  an  orator.  His  closing  words  were  not  only 
a  summary  of  his  address,  hut  a  frdnk  and  full 
confession  of  the  place  the  Seminary  has  in  h.s 
life  .  He  said:  “The  time  may  come  when  we 
must  have  other  Seminaries;  I  know  not,  but 
tills  I  know,  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary  at  Louisville  shall  remain  first  in  my 
heart's  love.” 

Tuesday  evening  the  commencement  proper  was 
held  in  the  .Fourth  Avenue  Baptist  Church.  The 
large  auditorium  was  filled  to  its  utmost  capacity 
As  Is  the  custom,  three  of  the  graduates  of  the  Th. 
M.  class  were  chosen  to  speak.  Rev.  F.  C.  Crim 
inger,  Missouri;  Rev.  B.  H.  puncan,  Kentucky;  and 
Rev.  O.  M.  Seigier,  Georgia,  were  the  speakers. 
Their  addresses  were  thoughtful  and  well  directed. 
All  agreed  that  these  three  addresses  weie  the 
best  we  had  heard  at  commencement  In  years. 

Then  came  the  happy  hour  to  eighty-seven  men 
v.hen  President  Mullins  delivered  to  them  their 
"hard-earned"  diplomas.  President  Mullins  com¬ 
mented  on  the  large  number  in  the  graduating 
class,  reminding  us  that  the  Th.  M.  class,  number¬ 
ing  forty-three,  was  nearly  twice  as  large  as  any 
previous  class  in  the  history  of  the  Seminary.  Af 
ter  the  delivery  of  the  diplomas,  all  was  in  readi¬ 
ness  for  the  final  treat, — the  President’s  address. 
And  what  a  treat  it  was!  (It  seems  to  us  that 
only  our  President  can  do  it). 

Dr.  Mullins  outlined  to  the  students  the  »n“ 
road  to  success.  “Three  branches,”  he  said,  ''must 
be  mastered. — your  body,  your  mind,  your  spirit.” 
After  this  matchless  and  Inspiring  address,  w» 
sang  the  Seminary  hymn,  and  went  out  thanking 
God  for  the  opportunities  for  work  and  service  our 
God  has  given  us,  and  with  a  renewed  determi 
nation  to  more  fully  yield  Ourselves  to  Him.
